their home father and moter, and 
their negro sun brother. Now the girl's 
white relatives are beginning a legal 
battle for ‘ther possession, and a sult 
was filed in the juvenile court in Mus- 
kogee this week alleging that the girl 
Js nol under proper parental control, 
and asking othal the eourt place her 
either in a white institution or with

Deserted by Father

beneath him, and whom thoy refused 
to recognize. The mother dled when 
Viola was three days old. Mrs. Jones 
liad a baby the same age, which died. 
At that lime the Joneses were in poor 
éfreumstances, and Mrs, — Jones! 
mother. “Aunt Patsy"? Mackintosh. a 
Creek freed-woman, assisted In caring 
for ‘ Cookie’ Brown's baby girl. 

The relatives refused to recognize 
the baby, and the father did not know

The girl is enrolled 
au a Cherokee by reason of her strain 
of Cherokee blood, and has an allol- 
ment that is of moderate value, but it 
is not for possession of her property 
that. her white kin and the negro 
family are doing battle.

WIL HAVE A 
GOLOR PROBLEM 


Negro Question In African 
tates as Acute as It Ever 
Was in America. 


ROYAL COMMISSION HAS 
SUBMITTED A REPORT 


Negroes Are Continually As- 
saulting White Women Un- 
til Now Life is Scarcely Safe 
in Some Parts, 

Cape Town, South Africa, Sept, 1— 

Nhat the;problems incident to residenos 

in the Same Jand of whites and blacks 


are becoming as acute in South Africa 
as in America, is indicated by a late 


report from the commission under the]. 


chairmanship of Sir Nelius de Villiers, 
appointed’ to investigate assaults on 
women, ; 

‘The commission did its worx with 
great thoroughness, visiting every 
portion of the Union except the purely 
native territories where the holding of 
a formal inquiry would have been in- 
judicious or unnecessary. It received 
statements from 300 persons able to 
testify from first hand knowledge of 
the subject under investigation. Tho 
statistics and other information gather- 
ed by the commission shows that a 
serious evil in respect to assaulls on 
white women by natives does exist, 
and that on the whole it is Incroasing. 
In 1904 the total number of convictions 
of negroes for this~crime throughout 
the union was 41; in 1012 it had grown 
to 70. In the year preceding it was 
80, 

Whites Blamed, 

The commission declares there would 
be Jiltle reason to fear this peril if all 
of the white® settlers could be de- 
pended upon to behave in a manner. bu- 
tiling membors of a stronger race and 
heirs of a superior civilization. The 
report indicates that the illicit Nquor 
trade. on the Rand is creating a class of 
whites who are bringing the name of 
while womanhood into disrepute. The 
commissionérs also doclare that there 
are while women and girls so criminally 
careless in thelr treatment of blaok 
house-boys that they give tho latter 
“opportunities of seeing them in a 
stale of undress in which they would 
not dream of showing themselves to a 
white man." Whe report also asserts 
that there are instances where white 
women, mistresses or servants, are 
saddled with a much graver and more 
shameful culpability. 5 

Suppress Information. 

The practical recommendations of 
{he commission promise to raiso a 
storm when they are presented to par- 
liament. The commission recommends 
that the name cf the viclim of an as- 
sault, or by any detall by which she 
could bo recognized, he not published, 
in’ the Interests both of Justico and 
humanity, Another suggestion, thal 
the namo of the accused bo suppressed, 
probably will meet wilh considerable 
opposition, Legal prohibition of mis- 
cogonation is one of the strongest re- 
commendations of the report, which 
proposes also tho raising of tho age of 
consent. 

Tho Durban system of Kaffir beer- 
drinking and eating shops, undor munl- 
clpal control, is recommonded for the 
whole Union, as ta the adoption of the 
Kimberley system of closed compounds. 
This Jalter proposal will be stoully

Almost every 
major league rival immediately cast in 
an oar. Comiskey finally landed his 
prize, but not until he had to part with 
several times the original figure, It 
was tho same thing with Frank Farrell 
when he went after Naisel. The Bos- 
ton Nationals were dead set on taking 
him away from New York. Stallings 
offered $10,000 and two players, lar- 
rell had to give up two first rate play- 
ers and a big bundle of cold cash. 

Farrell aso wanted QOutflelder Gil- 
hooly of Montreal. Ile would have 
been a good buy at $3,000 or $4,000, 
But when the Montreal boss ‘heard of 
What Jack Dunn had done in the Malsel 
deal, Gilhooly’s price immediately be- 
came prohibitive. Sammy Litchenhein 
modestly asked two-players and $10,- 
000. He got the cold shoulder, lost the 
chance for a good deal. and will also 
lose his player htrough the draft, New 
York may not land Gilhooly. But it is 
a cinch that sixteen drafts will be put 
in for him, 

The major magnates have no one but 
themselves to blame for present condi- 
tions, Matters have come to a pass 
Where some ot our promoters Will go 
bankrupt {f care fs not taken. Mil- 
lions are tied up in major league pro- 
perty, but when the price of minor 
league players soars up beyond all 
reason and when salaries advance be- 
yond reason those millions are bound 
to be Jjoopardized. Tho magnates 
would do well to pause and consider 
this angle. A purchase price Ilmit and 
& more rigidly enforced and more 
conservative roster limit would do a 
heap of good.

The passengers on the Hirdson's Bay 
company's steamer Mackenzie River 
obtained ‘their first glimpse of Fort 
McPherson at 3 o'clock in the afler- 
noon of July 8th, five days in advance 
of the midnight sun, which sinks Se- 
low the horizon for the first time dur- 
ing the month on July 13th. Searcely 
had the steamer rounded the first view 
point, five miles below the fort, when 
those on the lookout saw, by the aid 
of fleld glasses, a British ensign hois'- 
ed on the flazpole in front of the Hud- 
son's Bay company's post.
